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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to application 10/762,875 filed on January 21, 2004. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 10, line 25, 
"piton" should be replaced with -piston--. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Forster in view of 
Mann c 262. Forster teaches a piston motor 1 with a speed reducer, wherein said speed reducer 
includes planetary gear trains of a plurality of stages (Col. 3); wherein a hollow final shaft is 
integrally constructed in a motor case of said motor (separated at 8); wherein at least a planetary 
gear train 2+ of one stage of said planetary gear train is placed in a hollow of said final shaft; and 
wherein at least a final stage planetary 6+ gear train of said plurality of planetary gear trains is 
placed outside said final shaft. Forster lacks the teaching of said piston motor being of a radial 
type. Mann teaches a radial type piston motor 5 connected to a planetary reduction. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify Forster 
to employ a radial type piston motor in view of Mann in order to save on axial space (Col. 1, 
lines 44-46). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Toth, Mann '425, Kosodo, Fukuda, Smith, and Tsunemi have been cited to show similar 
motor and planetary reduction arrangements.
